Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Brown  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  195^* 

I wish  to  refer  to  several  matters  which  have  a bearing 
on  public  health. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  systematic  monitoring 
of  our  rainfall  for  radioactivity.  This  step  is  being  taken  generally 
where  there  is  any  regional  liability  to  contamination  from  either 
nuclear  bomb  explosions  or  from  nearby  atomic  power  stations. 

Poliomyelitis  prophylaxis  has  been  extended  to  young 
people  under  twenty-six  years  of  age.  It  is  well  under  way  in  our 
district  as  it  is  elsewhere.  District  figures  are  unavailable, 
in  the  County  as  a whole,  provided  the  parents  have  assented,  all  the 
school  children  have  received  two  injections  - actually  ?9,GQG  children 
and  young  people.  No  less  then  25,000  - mainly  of  the  more  vulnerable 
younger  ages  - have  had  three  injections.  All  the  collieries  in  the 
iiynyddislwyn  Urban  District  have  had  polio  prophylax  sessions. 

Despite  all  the  efforts  of  the  nurses  involved, 
vaccination  against  smallpox  is  not  sufficiently  accepted  in  our  clinic 

Although  reduced  in  incidence  and  non  serious  in  type, 
tuberculosis  still  persists. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  public  Health 
Inspector  and  officers  of  all  departments  of  the  Council  for  their 
willing  co-operation  during  the  year.
